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GOVERNOR  MARC  RACICOT 

Governor  Marc  Racicot,  first  elected  in  1992,  is  Montana’s 
twentieth  governor.  In  1996,  he  was  re-elected  with  79  per  cent  of 
the  vote,  the  largest  in  Montana’s  history  and  the  largest 
percentage  in  U.S.  Governor’s  races  in  1996.  Born  on  July  24, 
1948,  in  Thompson  Falls,  Montana,  he  graduated  from  Libby  High 
School  in  1966.  He  received  his  B.A.  from  Carroll  College  in  1970 
and  his  law  degree  from  the  University  of  Montana  in  1973.  From 
1973  to  1976,  Racicot  served  as  a  prosecutor  with  the  U.S.  Army 
and  taught  law  in  West  Germany.  He  returned  to  Montana  to  work 
as  a  deputy  county  attorney  in  Missoula  where  he  founded  the 
Missoula  Drug  Treatment  Program.  Gov.  Racicot  was  an  assistant 
attorney  general  from  1977  until  his  election  as  Montana  attorney 
general  in  1988.  He  serves  on  the  Board  of  Directors  for  United 
Way,  is  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Visitors  of  the  University  of 
Montana  Law  School  and  was  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees 
at  Carroll  College  from  1989-1993.  Marc  and  Theresa,  who 
celebrated  their  25th  wedding  anniversary  in  1995,  have  five 
children. 
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LIEUTENANT  GOVERNOR  JUDY  MARTZ 

Elected  in  1996,  Lieutenant  Governor  Judy  Martz,  a  Montana 
businesswoman,  was  bom  July  28,  1943  in  Big  Timber,  Montana, 
to  ranching  parents.  She  graduated  from  Butte  High  School  in 
1961  and  attended  Eastern  Montana  College.  She  represented 
America  as  a  member  of  the  U.S.  World  Speed  Skating  Team  in 
Japan,  in  1963,  and  as  a  member  of  the  U.S.  Olympic  Team  as  a 
speed  skater  at  the  1964  Winter  Games  in  Innsbruck,  Austria.  She 
was  the  catalyst  for  the  creation  of  the  U.S.  High  Altitude  Speed 
Skating  Center,  located  in  Butte,  and  served  as  the  Center's 
executive  director  from  1985  to  1989.  Montana's  first  woman 
Lieutenant  Governor  worked  as  a  field  representative  for  Senate 
Conrad  Burns  from  1989  to  1995.  For  more  than  25  years,  she 
and  her  husband  Harry  have  owned  and  operated  a  commercial 
solid-waste  business  in  Butte.  She  served  as  vice  chair  of  the  board 
of  directors  for  St.  James  Hospital  and  is  a  current  board  member, 
is  a  member  of  the  Governor's  Council  on  Physical  Fitness,  is  a 
former  member  of  the  Montana  Ambassadors  and  is  a  board 
member  of  the  Legion  Oasis  HUD  Housing  Project.  She  and 
Harry,  who  were  married  in  1965,  have  two  grown  children-Justin 
and  Stacey.
